In the summer of 1994, the Sherman Fire Protection District dedicated it's new headquarters 
and fire station. This state of the art and cost effective complex was designed to not only 
serve the District now, but well into the future. The building is located at 2215 West 
Andrew Road and consists of eight vehicle bays, communication and conference rooins, 
administrative offices, kitchen, storage and training room. The building is approximately 
10,000 square feet in size. The District is in the process of finalizing conslmction of & three 
story training structure and Self Contained Breathing Apparatus (SCBA) training structure. 
This facility, though always evolving, was completed in the Spring of 2002.

Solicitations for monetary donations to establish the Sherman Volunteer Fire Department 
began May 20, 1954. Cash donation?. were taken by Mack Withrow at the depament 
garage. On June 30, 1954, L. H. Cochran and Nip Tumbull began making solicitations, and

cash donations up to and including July 15, 1954, were $1,042.00. 

The first official meeting of the Sherman Voluntccr Fire Dep-ent was held during 
October 1954. 

Initial equipment for the department was acquired from several sources. The original tank 
was purchased in St. Louis. The tractor was donated by Paul Flagg, the engine to run pump 
by Carl Kull, the pump by Standard Oil Company, and the hose by the State of Illinois. The 
siren was ordered for thc truck and the red light was purchased from B. Phillips of 
Springfield Fire Department. Parts for the pump, thc starter for the engine and auxiliary 
pump were purchased elsewhere. A ladder, helmets and fag nozzle were donated by the 
Sherman Athletic Club. 

The department's first fire house was erected in 1957 on land purchased from Matthew E. 
and Hilda I. Withrow. All labor on the building was donated by citizens of the community, 
with a fire house dedication on May 20, 1957. 

Suppers and donations kept the Department running until September, 1960, when the 
Sherman Fire Protection District was voted in. The charter was issued December 15, 1960. 
William Walschleger, Amato Polistina, and Paul Plagg were thc first Trustees, 

The Sheman Volunteer Fire Department contTacted with the Sherman Fire Protection 
District to furnish the personnel to operate the equipment on a yearly basis. 

The building at 210 West Andrew Road that housed the department was started in 1974 and 
finished early in 1975 under the Board of Trustees composed of Carl Rice, William 
Stbadauger, and Paul Flagg. Dedication day was July 20, 1975. 

The Board of Tmstees st&ed the financing and planing process for the current structure 
located at 2215 West Andrew Road in 1993. Th is  was accomplished under the leadership of  
Tim Fox, Presidcnt of the Board of Trustees; , Jeff Bierman, Trustee; , Glenn Allison, 
Trustee; , Rich Coon, Chief and his staff. Dedication of the building occurred on July 9, 
1994.
